[he Station remarks: “The Vurkish 
Red, Bearded Fife, Buda Pesth, and 
Bulgarian are very similar in their 
habits of growth and may prove to be 
one and the same variety although ob 
tained from widely different sources 
The milling quality of these varieties 
is of the highest order, being nearty 
equal to the best spring wheat.” 

Whether they are the very same or 
not, they evidently belong to the same 
type. and it seems not to be material 
which one of these the farmer sows 
provided he gets them true to name. 

Farmers do not like beards on their 
wheat, and there has been quite a de- 
mand for a hardy, smooth variety, but 
according to the Station there is at the 
present time none on the market. 
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usual yieid was between 30 and 40. It 
is found on the Station grounds to he 
much more profitable than’ spring 
wheat, giving a decidedly higher yield 
and being a much better nurse crop 
for the tame grasses and clover. This 
is in exact accordance with the teach- 
ings of the Farmer ever since it was 
tarted. Our conviction is that the 
farmers are making a mistake, at least 
in southern Iowa and in much of 
northeastern Iowa, in growing spring 
instead of winter wheat. In addition, 
winter wheat gives a better distribu- 
tion of labor during the year and can 
be sown directly after corn with the 
minimum of labor although we believe 
that by this method the crop will be 
decreased about 25 per cent. The dif- 
ferenee, however, is not more than the 
difference in the cost of growing a 
crop of winter wheat after oats, pro: 
vided it is put in properly. 
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THE EFFECT OF SORGHUM AND

This embargo has been in force 
since the 30th of April and we believe 
has done much to sustain the: price of 
cattle thus far in the face of a full 
supply. There is no probability that 
this will be lifted for a year to come 
as even if the disease were stamped 
out, of which we have no evidence, it 
will take time to give the British and 
other foreign countries a confident be- 
lief in that fact. 

The second element is the unusual 
demand for military supplies. As to 
the extent of this we are altogether at 
sea. We know that the nations ire 
gathering their armies with hostile in- 
tent on China soil, but we do not know 
whether the causes which led to 
will be removed in the next thirty days 
or the next ten years, or do we know 
whether the establishment of a perma- 


tals 


nent government in China wiil avoid 
wars between the European nations. 
It is quite certain, however, that the 
Eutcpean nations now preparing for 
War in China must largely depend up- 
on the American packing houses for 
their supplies. In fact, these are the 
only sources of prompt supplies’ in 
large quantities, and the packing 


houses must draw their supplies from 
the ranges and feed lots. 

We are not aiming in this to advise 
farmers to feed or not to feed. We are 
not attempting even to state absolute 
facts, but to place before them as 
clearly and distinctly as possible the 
conditions which, as we see them, pre-

HOW TO DESTROY PRAIRIE DOGS 
In some of the Western sections of

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Our Weekly Sabbath School kesson. 
BY THE EDITOR. 


THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Lesson 
for August 26, 1900.—John 10:1-16.) 

We miss the meaning of this beauti- 
ful allegory if we allow the chapter 
heading to hide the connection between 
it and what precedes it and fail io 
notice what follows. By reading this 
and the preceding chapter as though 
they were one, we will see that Jesus 
is still in the temple at Jerusalem and 
speaking in the presence of his 
enemies. ‘The man born blind iad 
been healed and afterwards, as we 
would say, converted, or had recognized 
Jesus as his Saviour and for his un- 
flinching testimony on behalf of Jesus 
had been cast out of the synagogue, 
excommunicated. Excommunication 
deprived him of the chance to make an 
honest living or even to beg as before. 
Hereafter he was a man without a 
home, without friends, one to be de- 
spised and scorned by all that made 
any pretense to piety of the Pharisaical 
type or of common decency. It was, 
therefore, a fitting occasion for Jesus 
to utter one of the inimitable allegories 
that are peculiar to John’s gospel.. John 
has no parables, for the parable re- 
quires a personal narrative. He deals 
only in allegories, and this one held 
up a mirror in which priest, ruler, and 
beggar see themselves if not wilfully 
blind, 

The figure of the shepherd and his 
flock was a favorite one with patri- 
archs. psalmists, and prophets, and had 
a large place in Hebrew literature and 
song. Much of the land was fit only 
for sheep pastures. The innocence of 
the lamb, the timidity of the sheep, 
their need of guidance, were impressed 
upon the minds of young and old trom 
generation to generation, and no peo- 
ple knew better than the Jews’ the 
trials, dangers, and duties of the shep- 
herd. The Most High was the shep- 
herd of Israel, the chosen people were 
the flock,andthe 23d or shepherd psalm 
has touched the hearts of men from 
the cradle to the grave during all ages. 

Fastening His eyes on the crowd of 
cavilers and revilers, the healed men 
also being present, Jesus said, with 
the great emphasis of the double ver- 
ily: “He that entereth not by the 
door into the sheepfold, but climbeth 
up some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber.” The sheepfold was the 
enclosure in which the sheep were 
kept from the perils and dangers of 
night and from the wolf that destroys 
by day. It had but one door through 
Which both sheep and shepherd en- 
tered. ‘his man had been shut out of 
the Jewish fold, if indeed it was a 
fold and not a robbers’ den, and in ef- 
fect He says: 

Your treatment of this poor blind 
man shows that you are not shepherds, 
but thieves; not thieves only who were 
content simply to steal, but robbers 
who scruple not to add murder to 
theft. You have been plotting for days 
to kill Me because I keep, heal, and 
counsel the true flock. They recognize 
Me as a shepherd and you as robbers 
who, like your fathers before you, have 
climbed into your place and position 
that you may eat the flesh and clothe 
yourselves with the wool of those you 
profess to protect and save. If you are 
true shepherds, the truth seekers in all 
this land would know you, seek vou, 
and follow you as the sheep follow tne 
faithful shepherd, knowing that you 
would furnish them not only spiritual 
food but protection. Instead, they re- 
gard you as strangers and enemies and 
flee from you. Your fold, so-called, is 
a den of thieves and not the true fold 
of God’s flock. I am come as the true 
shepherd to gather into the fold the 
entire flock of God. . 

Doubtless the man heretofore healed 
understood; truth seekers always un- 
derstand. The Jews, that is, the rulers 
of the Jews, affected not to understand, 
and so Jesus, whose first aim in teach- 
ing was to be understood, changing His 
figure of speech, or casting His teach- 
ings into the form of another allegory, 
adds, in effect: 

You say you do not understand Me. 
As I told you before, you say you see, 
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but are biind; therefore your sin 1e- 
mained. I wili make these people 
around Me understand whether you will 
or not. 1 say to you plainly that 1 am 
the door of the sheep; the only door of 
the true flock of God. It is only 
through Me that either sheep or shep- 
herd can enter this fold. These scribes 
and priests, your professed teachers, 
but really robbers, have rejected Me in 
violation of the Scriptures they profess 
to revere. They claim to be within the 
fold, the guardians of it, and their con- 
duct shows how they have treated the 
tlock of God. They persecute God’s 
truth seekers; they rend and devour 
the flock. There is nothing in them nor 
about them that draws to them the man 
who desires to know the truth; the 
sheep, the truth seekers, do not hear 
them. 

I wish you to understand clearly and 
once for all that I-am the door of the 
true flock of God, and that if any man 
enter through Me, that is believe on 
Me, trust Me, he shal] enter the fold 
and be safe and secure from his ene- 
mies. He shall moreover be nourished 
and sustained, shall grow in spiritual 
power, “and shall go in and out, and 
find pasture.” 

In this 1 differ from your priests and 
scribes who are, indeed, robbers. They, 
like the thief, come to the fold only to 
steal, to kill, and to destroy. See how 
they have dealt with this poor blind 
man whom I have restored to sight and 
given a knowledge of the truth. They 
seek the priesthood, the seat of the 
rabbi, and the high places of the syna- 
gogue and the honor and dignity per- 
taining thereto for purely selfish pur- 
poses. I am come to give life to the 
dead, sight to the blind, to make the 
lame walk, heal the sick, and to make 
life worth living. 

In this sense | am the door; in an- 
other sense I am the good, the ideal 
shepherd, in that I am ready to lay 
down My life for the sheep because 
they are My sheep. Your priests and 
rabbis will not lay down their liv’s 
for you. ‘lhey will not sacrifice honor 
nor position for you. They will run 
at the first sight of danger. They per- 
form the work solely for the wage, for 
what they can get oui of you, for the 
fleece and not the flock. They do not 
even know you. On the other and, 
I am the true, ideal shepherd, ‘and 
know My sheep, and am known of 
Mine.” 

The meaning of the 14th and 15th 
verses is sadly marred by wrong punc- 
tuation. There should be no period 
after ‘“‘mine” at the of the 14th verse 
Periods do not belong to the original 
text. It should read thus: “I am the 
good shepherd, and knew My sheep, 
and am known of Mine, as the Father 
knoweth me; even as I know the 
Father, and (therefore) I lay down My 
life for the sheep.” That is, I know 
each individual member of the true 
flock; all his faults and failings, his 
sins and sorrows, his temptations. his 
strength and his weakness, his whole 
past history as fully and completely as 
My Father knows Me and as I know 
My Father; and therefore, I am come 
at the bidding of My Father as the Sent 
of God and I am ready to lay down 
My life for My sheep. They are Mine 
as truly as I am My Father’s. ‘The 
bond of union between them and Me 
is like that between Me and My Father. 

And then I fancy Jesus pauses and 
looking around over the astonished 
priests and rabbis. said: I Will tell 
you more than this. My sheep are not 
confined to the Jewish fold. They em- 
brace truth seekers and truth lovers 
in all nations, in all classes, high and 
low, rich and poor, priest and publican, 
Jew and Samaritan, in all nations, in 
all lands, in all ages, and nothing that 
you can do or leave undone will pre- 
vent Me gathering them into the true 
fold. ‘Other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold (flock); them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear My 
voice; and there shall be one fold und 
one shepherd.’’ 

Preachers, Sabbath school superin- 
tendents, and teachers are under shep- 
herds of this great flock which for 
1900 years Jesus has been gathering 
from the nations, and the question with 
each one should be: ‘ Have I entered 
through the door, and if so am I feed- 
ing and protecting the flock as a faith- 
ful under shepherd of the ideal, true 
shepherd, Jesus of Nazareth? 





STOMACH WORMS. 


A Webster county, lowa, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“If you will give us in the Farmer 
the very latest and best remedy for 
stomach worms in lambs, you will 
confer a favor on a subscriber, and I 
ihink it will be timely.” 

We have given a good deal of space 
to this subject in the Farmer for ihe 
last two or three years and will now 
try to condense in as brief space as 
possible the latest and best remedies. 
First, however, it may be well to de- 
scribe the symptoms, and in this we 
copy from one of the latest bulletins 
on the subject, that of Bulletin No. 
117, of Ohio: 

“It would be difficult to point out a 
special, characteristic symptom for 
this particular form of worms. The 
animal affected is dull; spends much 
time lying stretched out; suffers from 
a depraved appetite;. is frequently 
found eating earth, bedding, sawdust, 
or rotten wood; lags behind the flock; 
becomes poor in flesh, some _ times 
dropsical. The eyes lose their luster; 
the limbs are sluggish in action; the 
face and skin show a decided paleness; 
while the ears show more and more of 
the drooping tendency. Lambs fre- 
quently suffer from attacks of colic, 
and in the latter stages of the disease 
are afflicted with diarrhoea, generally 
terminating in death, which is likely 
to occur in a few days after illness is 
first observed. If the animal does not 
succumb to the invasion of these 
worms it is likely to become stunted, 
and to require a great amount of food 
and care to place it in a condition to 
become a profitable stock sheep or 
feeder.” 

We would first recommend all our 
readers Who have sheep to use the pre- 
ventive recomended by Mr. G. B. Both- 
well, of Breckinridge, Missouri, who 
has used it fifteen years with success: 

“Salt, one bushel; air-slaked lime, 
one peck; sulphur, one gallon, pulver- 
ized rosin, two quarts; put in trough 
with cover where sheep can have free 
access.” 

Any of our readers who have sheep 
can do this, and if they are not will- 
ing to go to this trouble when based 
on the experience of as well known and 
reliable a shepherd as Mr. Bothwell, 
they should not be pitied if they have 
trouble afterwards. When Mr. Both- 
well buys sheep that are affected with 
worms, he uses the santonin treatment 
as described in a communication to the 
Farmer of February 9, 1900: 

“T took a bunch of lambs in Sep- 
tember that were full of worms and 
gave each one-third of a teasponful of 
santonin once a day for a week, or 
six doses, and in about three weeks 
repeated the dose for another week, 
and today, January 4, 1900, I could not 
find a lamb that showed a sign of a 
worm, and they are eating heartily and 
doing finely. a 

“Tt takes two men, or one man anda 
good spry boy, to dose alamb. Let the 
man stand the lamb on its feet be- 
tween his knees, and with his right 
thumb on top of the lower jaw and 
the left forefinger under the upper 
jaw, open the lamb’s mouth, while the 
boy with an accurate eye and steady 
hand puts the santonin on the root 
of its tongue; then let the jaws close 
and hold for a few seconds and it will 
get it all, and you will be astonished 
how quickly they can dose a hun- 
dred lambs. The santonin actually kills 
the worms. 

“I followed ‘the santonin with calo- 
mel at first, but did not like the effect 
and found by experimenting that it is 
not at all necessary. I buy the san- 
tonine by the pound from my druggist, 
and while it looks expensive, the cost 
to each lamb is a mere pittance. It 
should be kept in the dark, as light 
destroys its strength. The lambs should 
run on the best of feed, but I believe 
it is a good plan to keep them up over 
night and dose in the morning on en 
empty stomach.” 

As leading up to the latest form cf 
treatment, we republish an article from 
a correspondent, published in che 
Farmer of March 2, 1900, as follows: 

“IT saw an article on stomach worms 
in lambs, from Mr. Bothwell, in your 
last issue. He recommends santonin, 
given for six daysand repeated in three 
weeks, which seems to be a good deal 
of labor. My experience with stomach 
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worms in lambs seems less expensive 
and shorter, My flock of lambs, con- 
taining some sixty-four head, gave 
evidence of sickness in June and July. 
I bought two boxes of worm powder, 
recommended to me, fed it mixed with 
salt, and gave it to them with a spoon, 
but the lambs commenced dying. 
Twenty head had succumbed when I 
saw gasoline prescribed in Wallaces’ 
Farmer. I mixed gasoline with two 
quarts of milk well emulsed and 
drenched the entire herd for’ three 
days, leaving them in the yard until 
late in the morning before treating 
them. Had weaned the lambs some 
time prewous and turned them in a 
corn field and meadow. Though sev- 
eral of them were so weak that they 
could scarcely walk, none died after 
this. About the first of February, after 
selecting sixteen of the best ewe lainbs, 
the remainder were shipped to Chica- 
go; twenty-five of them averaged 101 
pounds and sold with the balance of the 
load for $7.10, after four had been 
taken out and sold at $5.50.” 

Both of these communicatious are 
quoted in full by Builetin No. il? of 
the Ohio Station above referred to and 
followed by a detailed statement of 
their experiments in 1898 and 1899. ‘The 
conclusions drawn are as follows: 

“Benzine, when given with care, is 
one of the best remedies known and 
from the evidence thus far gathered 
reaches and destroys the parasite. 

“Gasoline is quite as good for the 
purpose as benzine, and sweet milk 
may be substituted for flaxseed tea. 

“One tablespoonful of gasoline and 
four ounces of sweet milk, well shaken 
together, is a good dose for sheep 
weighing anywhere from 60 to i100 
pounds. The quantity of milk may be 
reduced or increased slightly without 
detrimental results. 

“Each sheep or lamb should be set 
on his rump and so held that he will 
not struggle, while the dose is given 
as a drench, and his bead should not 
be thrown farther back than the natur- 
al position while standing.. 

“Treatment should never be given 
on full stomach, but only after twelve 
to eighteen hours fasting, and neither 
water nor feed should be given inside 
of two hours after giving the medicine. 

“Treatment should be given three 
days consecutively, then repeated one 
week or ten days later for the same 
number of days.” 

Therefore, we conclude that the fol- 
lowing is the latest up-to-date and 
most successful method of dealing with 
lambs affected with stomach worms: 

House the sheep in the evening und 
give them nothing to eat until ten 
o’clock the day following. Then take 
ordinary sweet milk, and for lambs 
weighing sixty pounds and over put 
one tablespoonful of common gasoline 
into four ounces of milk, shake it well 
tegether, put it into a large spoon hold 
ing the whole, or into a drenching bot- 
tle, and administer it. Be very careful 
to set the lamb on its rump and do not 
allow its head to be thrown farther 
back than a natural position when 
standing. Do not give feed or water 
until two or three hours after (le 
treatment, 

Remember the admonition we have 
made so frequently, namely, change 
your pastures and do not allow the 
lambs to run on a pasture where old 
sheep have been grazing. If you have 
nothing else, plow up a _ piece of 
wheat or oats stubble, sow it to rape 
and oats, and turn the lambs on this 
as soon as they can get a full bite. 
Any land on which sheep have not 
been grazed since it was plowed may 
be regarded as free from worms.

The Corn Crop. 


The abundant rains of Saturday, 
Sabbath, Monday and Tuesday morn- 
ing, which seem to have been gen- 
eral over the corn belt, at least the 
western portion of it. have assured 


another bumper crop of corn and have 
also in some sections tangled up the 
corn so badly that the harvesting of 
the crop as fodder will be a difficult 
matter. We hope, however, that vhis 
last is only local. These rains as- 
sure plenty of fall pasture, and the 
number of cattle that can be fed this 
winter will be limited only by the 
number of feeders that can be pur- 


chased at a reasonable price 


Governor Tanner and the Tuber- 
culin Law. 


On June 3d, Governor Tanner, of 
Illinois, issued a proclamation schedul- 
ing certain localities and territories on 
account of tuberculosis among dairy 
and breeding cattle. By scheduling we 
mean that he prohibited the importa- 
tion of cattle for dairy or breeding pur- 
poses into that state unless they had 
stood the tuberculin test. On August 


7th, he suspended this proclamation 
at the request of the State Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners until the 


Supreme Court of the state should 9ass 
upon the question of the constitution- 
ality of the law, one judge having de- 
clared it constitutional and another 
unconstitutional. On this subject the 
Governor is reported as saying: 
“There are not sufficient funds avail- 
able for the live stock board to carry 
out the provisions of the law, and, to 
tell the truth, I am not quite in full 
sympathy with the importation ques- 
tion. The real feature of the law, 
which I do not like, is that its strict 
enforcement takes from the citizen his 
lawful property without adequate com- 
pensation.

Professor Bangs, the noted Danish 
authority, has conducted experiments 
at sufficient length to demonstrate that 


there is a comparatively easy and in- 
expensive way of getting rid of this 
disease. We will have something more 
to say on this subject when farmers 
have a little more leisure to conside1 
it. 


The August Crop Report. 

The government crop report, issued 
August 10th, and giving crop conii- 
tions up to August lst, reports the fol- 
lowing percentages of a full croup: 
Corn, 88.7; spring wheat, 56.4; oats, 
85; barley, 71.6; rye, 76; buckwheat, 
87.9; potatoes, 88.2; timothy, 79.9. 
There was a decline in the condition 
of corn two points during July, and 
on August Ist it was 2.4 points lower 
than the corresponding date last year. 

ihe great corn surplus states, now- 
ever, have the best crops this year; 
therefore, the general average of con- 
ditions is misleading. Ohio and in- 
diana are credited with a percentage 
of 89; Illinois, 96; Iowa, 105; Missouri. 
99; Kansas, 71; Nebraska, 85. 

Since this data was furnished, how- 
ever, there has been a very serious 
drop in the condition of Kansas and 
Nebraska. These ten days of hot 
weather, without rain, have had a very 
damaging effect on all corn outside of 
the sure tame grass region; in other 
words, west of a line drawn straight 
north from the west side of the Gulf 
of Mexico. West of this line is the 
region of crop uncertainties and this 
year illustrates this in quite a remark- 
abe way. This section of country does 
not in seasoas of rainfall store up 
enough moisture to tide it over times 
of drouth, and even if rains have been 
abundant up to July, a hot and dry 
August exhausts the supply of mois- 
ture as there is no reserve to draw 
from. In the winter wheat regions the 
vast acreage of winter wheat stubble 
has had a damaging effect on the corn. 
No one who has not personally seen it 
can realize the effect on the corn crop 
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of an enormous acreage of Wheat stub- 


ble, under a blazing sun, in develop- 
ing local hot winds. We have seen a 
portion of a corn field over which hot 
air passed ym a larg reage ol 
wheat stubble burned almost to a crisp, 
while the rest of the field outside of 
that range was comparatively fresh 
and green. Western Nebraska has not 
suffered as much as Kansas, the worst 
section being that south of the Platt 

and west of Lincoln where there was 
a drop of about fifteen points in six 
weeks. Notwithstanding all this. there 
is a good prospect for a 2,000,000,06 

bushel corn crop, which has not been 
surpassed more than two or three times 
in the history of the nation. 

On spring wheat, Minnesota reports 
58 per cent; North Dakota, 25; South 
Dakota, 49; Nebraska, 64; lowa, 91.

New York is reported 
at 83; Pennsylvania, 63; Ohio, 983;

Barley is considerably lower than a 
year ago. 

There is a reported reduction of 5.5 
per cent in the hay acreage the coun- 
try over, and the condition of timothy 


is 6.8 points lower than the correspond-

The reports as to the production of 
clover, are on the whole, favorable. 

Summing the crop conditions up to 
date, it may be said that there is a 
prospect for considerably over an 
average crop of corn. There has been 
harvested nearly a full crop of winter 
wheat, the great plus in Kansas 
balancing to some degree the shortage 
in Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Ilin- 


ois. There is perhaps altogether a 
shortage of from 85,000,000 to 100,000- 
000 bushels of spring wheat, only a fair 
crop of oats, and the certainty of 4 
rather short crop of hay. 





Complaints are already coming to us 
that the recent storms have blown fhe 
sorghum flat and our readers are writ- 
ing us what to do about it. Don’t do 
anything. Let it alone until the seed is 


ripe. It will straighten up to a great 
extent and will cut enough forage 
to satisfy you anyhow. Once more, do 


not touch the sorghum until it is ripe. 


If you do you will have trouble. It 
will sour if you cut it now. You can- 
not make hay of it if you tried, and if 
it did not sour it would make hay 
of comparatively little feeding valu 
Remember that sorghum takes up to 
the time it heads out to get ready to 
do something. Do not interfere with 
it in its work. The substance is put 
into it during the last five or six weeks. 
Let it alone. 
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The Value of Corn Fodder. 

We are having a number of letters 
from farmers of late stating the condi- 
tions on their separate farms and ask- 
ing advice as to whether they should 
cut up their corn or not. Such letters 
are always answered privately, wut 
they also afford an opportunity lor 
making suggestions that may appiy io 
Iarmers generally. As it has been 
trom the beginning of tarming in 
lowa, is now, but we hope wili woi 
always be, there are many farmers 
who after the frost has killed the corn 
aud the prairie grass are wonderli1g 
how they are going to get their stocx 
through the winter without eating 
their heads off at the corn bin. 

There is time now, but no time to 
spare, for farmers to make arrange- 
ments to have plenty of good feed ail 
winter for their stock and be able to 
sell what hay they have at a good 
price or keep it over, if they have 
hay barns or sheds, for another /ear. 
It is to keep men from indulging in 
these needless regrets when it is tivo 
late that we make the following <uz- 
gestions: 

About two-fifths of the feeding vaine 
of the average corn crop is in the stalk. 
Where corn is thickly planted, it is 
safe to say that about one-half of the 
value is in the staik. ‘here is just 
as much grain on this thickly planted 
corn, provided it is not thick enough 
to cause firing, as there is on corn 
planted at the rate of two and three- 


quarter stalks per hill with a three” 


foot eight inch pianter. Now the ques- 
tion is: Is it worth while saving this 
two-fifths of .we corn crop? 
Sometimes it is; some times it is 
not. When prairie hay could be inad 
tor the cutting, or when stock was 
scarce or out of sight in price, or the 
farmer was not able to buy it, he did 
the best thing when he shucked of 
the ears and let the cattle take che 
rest. Circumstances have changed 
greatly and will continue to change 
in the same direction until in twenty 
years from now the farmer who fails 
to harvest his corn fodder will be 1e- 
garded with suspicion at the bank. 
The cost of harvesting the corn crop 
with the harvester is about the same 
as the cost of shucking it off the staik. 
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The feeding value of the corn fodder 
is not far from that of a ton of tini- 
othy hay per acre. Will it pay to 
make a ton of timothy hay per acic 
oft the corn field? Will it not pay 
to grow less hay and more corn, aid 
by cutting the corn fodder increasé 
the yield of corn on the farm and not 
decrease the yield of fodder? We have 
not the slightest doubt of this where a 
man is feeding steers or any kind of 
stock sattle, sheep, or horses. 

We, therefore, advise our readers 
this year to prepare to harvest their 
corn to the extent of the tull supply 
of the live stock on the place with 
corn fodder to last through the winter. 
Last winter on one of our farins 
wintered over 100 head of cattle, most 
ly calves and yearlings, over 100 head 
of sheep, 20 or 30 horses, and wi:ti- 
out any hay at all except a few acres 


rented from a neighbor for horse nay, 
and our cattle came through ithe 
winter in good condition. They had, 


however, pienty of straw, of the crops 
of 1898 and 1899, and had the run cof 
some stalk fields hired from the neig- 
bors. They wasted their stalk feed; 
we profited by it. 

As to whether a farmer should feed 
his fodder without shredding, oi 
whether he should shred it, depends 
on circumstances. If he has stock ¢at- 
tle that he does not wish to feed grain 
and wishes his corn husked, we wouid 
ay for him either to buy a shredder 
and husker or hire the work done. 
We think. he can come through about 
$2 per acre ahead paying expenses: 
in other words, we think that he can 
get the feeding value of a ton of tim- 
othy hay at a cost of about $2. All 
men may not do this bui those who 
get a good shredder and know how to 
use it can do it. Men who get a ‘vor 
shredder and do not know how to use 
it will find that it will cost them 
about all that the fodder is worth. 
Where a farmer is feeding steers and 
has stock cattle besides and has a good 
blue grass pasture to feed on, We do 
not advise shredding. We do not shred 
ourselves, but if we were differenily 
circumstanced as above stated, then 
We would use the shredder. If we iad 
a small farm and were engaged in the 
dairy business, we would put the en- 
tire crop in the silo, or if we had no 
siio cut and shred. 
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Some Dangers in Feeding Rape. 

Hundreds of our readers have sown 
rape this year for the first time; some 
in the vacant hog lots which they are 
using for hog pastures to their great 
advantage and profit, others on wheat 
and rye stubble, still others in corn 
fields, while others still have sown it 
in oats in the spring of the year and 
are relying upon it for fall pasture. 
Like everything else, a great deal in 
the handling or rape must be learned 
by experience, and while we are get- 
ting the experience it is wise to glean 
what We can from the experience of 
others. The practice of growing rape 
is an importation from Canada, largely 
introduced through Professor Shaw, 
formerly connected with the Ontario 
Station, and, therefore, it is well in 
securing the “know-how” to get as 
much of the “know-how” of the Cana- 
dians as possible. The Ontario Station 
has recently issued a bulletin on the 
subject, which comes handy to our 
readers just now. It says: 

“Pasturing rape has its dangers. 
Sometimes scouring is induced, more 
especially when lambs are first put 
upon it. Access to salt at all times 
and to an adjacent pasture have been 
found helpful as preventives. Tagging 
should receive attention before the 
sheep or lambs are put upon rape. 
When first turned in upon a rape field 
sheep and cattle will too freely partake 
of it, unless the appetite has previously 
been well satisfied with other food. 
Bloating may in some instances be in- 
duced, which, if not relieved, will soon 
cause death. When sheep are turned 
in upon it, therefore, they should be 
allowed continual access to it unless 
in time of cold storms, and when re- 
moved in no instance should they be 
put back upon it when hungry. Ona 
frosty morning, when sheep eat freely 
of rape, especially of the leaves of 
plants that are immature, there lis 
some danger that bowel disorders will 
be induced which may cause death. 
When the sheep have been removed the 
previous evening and get a moderate 
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feed of oats in the morning before 
they return the danger is to some ex- 
tent lessened. It is at least question- 


' able if there is any profit in pasturing 


rape after the stalks have been made 
brittle with hard frost. When the 
sheep or lambs have been on rape for 
some time they become fat, and in 
consequence are proportionately less 
active. They sometimes get on their 
backs in depressed places and are un- 
able to rise, in which condition they 
will not live many hours. This is the 
case more especially where rape has 
been grown in ridged drills. It is a 
Wise precaution, therefore, to visit the 
flocks at least twice a day, and in slo- 
ing so the services of a saddie horse 
will be found very useful where the 
flock is large. It may be well to allow 
the animals to remain on rape but a 
sort time at first. The length of this 
period may be so increased from day to 
day that soon they remain upon it all 
day. Caution should be exercised as to 
pulting them upon the rape when it is 
frozen, and they should neve! 
be put upon it when hungry. It may 
not be known to all that when sheep or 
lambs are affected with bloating, if 
they are slaughtered in the early 
stages of the trouble, the meat is con- 
sidered perfectly good. ‘The same is 
true of ailments caused by eating 
frozen rape. By giving prompt atten 
tion in such instances nearly the full 
value of the lambs so affected may be 
realized.” 

There is no danger in feeding hogs 
on rape, nor horses, as these animals 
are not subject to bloat. While 
it is intended especially as a hog 
and sheep pasture, feeding steers 
and dry cows may be  pastured 
on rape with profit. Our readers who 
have dairy cows must understand that 
rape will taint the milk, unless they 
are fed on it for an hour or two in- 
mediately after milking, in which case 
it is said that no bad results follow.

Ihe feeding of the ewe lambs that 
are to furnish the new material for 
the flock should be liberal in every 
sense of the word. Feed them liberally 
on oats and see that they get the best 
pasturage that it is possible to secure 


for them and it will be surpris- 
ing how lusty they will grow during 
the tirst nine months of their lives. 


More can be done by liberally feeding 
the ewe lambs to secure weight of both 
body and fleece in the flock than any 
other course that might be adopted. 
It is evident in the size and weight 
of the tleece, and after the ewe lambs 
have been liberally fed during the 
tirst year, it is hardly possible to check 
their growth afterwards, as they then 
possess the power to do for themselves 
to a greater degree. 

flock. when the lambs 
butcher, uniformity 
counts for something. To secure this 
it should be an axiom for every flock 
master to never sell or dispose of a 
ram that proves to be a _ valuable 
breeder, as well as a getter of superior 
lambs. Such a ram should be perma- 
nently retained at the head of the flock 
and bred to the same ewes year after 
year, as long as it is posible so to do. 
In this way there continues to be sim- 
ilarity in the basis of the flock. Then, 
in choosing a new ram to mate with 
the get of the other, look for those 
qualities that are lacking in the ewes 
to be bred to him.

It may be accepted asa 
truth that every sheep has a fault, 
and when the ewes are uniformly 
faulty in any feature of fleece or form, 
the aim of the shepherd should be to 
secure a ram to correct it. 

Potash, One of the principal and 
necessary fertilizer constituents, exists 
in a number of forms, but chiefly as 
chlorid or muriate and as sulphate. 
All forms are freely soluble in water 
and are believed to be nearly, if not 
quite, equally available. While potash 
ig readily dissolved it does not dis- 
appear from the soil through leaching 
and in the form of gas as does nitro-

sources of potash are the potash salts 
from Stassturt, Germany—kainit, syl- 
vinit, muriate of potash, sulphate of 
potash, and sulphate of potash and 
magnesia. Wood ashes and cotton-hull 
ashes are also sources of potash. Coal 
ashes contain practically no potash 


and their only effect upon the soil is 
mecnanical, 

Mr. C. B. Smith. of the Department 
of Agriculture, has prepared a short 
article showing some effects of bor- 
deaux spraying on potatoes. Arrange- 
ments were made with growers in 
Aroostook county, Maine, the great 
potato county of the state, where large 
Starch factories are located, to supply 
the station with potatoes from sprayed 
and unsprayed fields. In some in- 
stances spraying seemed to increase thr 
percentage of starch in the tubers. 
The four samples of White Elephant 
potatoes which had been sprayed con- 
tained 19.3 per cent of starch, while the 
three samples of the same variety un- 
sprayed had on the average only li.o 
per cent. So far as the tests went 
they seem to indicate that spraying 
with bordeaux mixture not only pro- 
longed the life of the vines, but that 
sprayed potatoes contained higher per- 
centages of starch than unsprayed. 

A handy device for farm use where 
a torch is needed for burning weeds 
or for other use in firing is described 
by the Maine Experiment Station. It 
consists of a piece of half-inch gas 
pipe one end of which is plugged up 
tight while the other end is stuffed 
with a piece of tow or cotton waste to 
serve as a wick. ‘The pipe thus forms 
a barrel or tank which can be filled 
with kerosene, thus forming an excep- 
tionally useful and effective torch. 


A good result of our recent diplomat- 
ic agreement with Germany is the abo- 
lition of the ridiculous and hurtful 
inspection of dried and evaporated 
fruit imported into Germany from the 
United States. ‘hese fruits will here- 
after be admitted into Germany as 
they were formerly, without inspection 


on account of San Jose scale. ‘The 
extent of this trade in dried fruits 
between the United States and Ger- 


many was only second to that in meat 
products and grains and it has re- 
quired two years’ earnest work on the 
part of the United States to convince 
the German government that the dan- 
ger from San Jose scale in American 
fruit was purely fanciful. This gov- 
ernment was seconded in its efforts 
by some of the leading German boards 
of trade, and it was finally established 
beyond contravention that the San Jose 
scale, even if present in American 
fruit originally, dies in the curing 
process and is always inert and harm- 
less before it crosses the ocean. 


Iexperiments are now being carried 
on under the direction of the Secretary 
of Agriculture to determine the rela- 
tive value in the United States of clover 
seed of Kuropean and American origin, 
and these will be followed by extensive 
tests to determine the value of seeds 
produced in different sections of tho 
United States. This is of interest in 
view of a recent report from Germany 
that farmers were being warned by 
some German newspapers against the 
impurities of American clover seed. 
The chief clerk of the Department of 
Agriculture states that the charge that 
American clover seed is impure is very 
rarely made by European dealers or 


experiment station workers of repute.

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Experience With Sorghum. 


The following extract from an insti- 
tute address by W. S. Kelly, Harrison 
Co., Iowa., is of interest at this time: 


I believe sorghum is the coming an- 
nual forage plant of this country. 
When its merits become better known, 
I believe it will largely supersede mil- 
let, except where the latter is used 
as a catch crop that is sown so late 
that nothing else will mature. Sor- 
ghum was first introduced in this coun- 
try about forty-five years ago, from 
seed obtained in China and southern 
Africa. At first it was used exclusively 
for the manufacture of sugar and mo- 
lasses, but of late years has become 
very popular in many sections as a 
forage plant. 

In June, 1899, about the sixth or 
eighth, I sowed two acres. I first plow- 
ed the ground, then harrowed. I sow- 
ed broadcast 100 pounds to the acre, 
and covered with disc. I then sowed 
two bushels of millet seed on same 
ground. This was a mistake. The 
water backed up on this land next day. 
The millet rotted, except on one corner, 


where the water did not get on. The 
sorghum seed was apparently unin- 
jured. As soon as the water went 


down, it came up and made a quick, 
rank growth. What little millet came 
was ripe and straw fallen, before the 
sorghum was ripe enough to cut. IT 
mowed it September 30, after quite a 
severe frost on the night of the 28th. 
There was a frost a few nights be- 
fore this, and had I been home, I 
should have cut it then. However, I 
did not believe the frost injured its 
feeding value. I let it lay about ten 
days, then raked and put in large 
cocks. I let it stay in the cock until 
December, then I hauled ten loads and 
put it in the cattle barn. Two loads 
were fed to the horses, and two weeks 
ago, I hauled into the barn three more 
loads. This makes fifteen loads, at 
least fifteen tons off of two acres. The 
horses liked it better than any other 
hay. I attempted to feed the cattle a 
variety; from one part of the barn I 
fed sorghum, from another wild hay, 
and from another, nice, bright millet. 
This only lasted for two feeds as the 
cattle refused everything but sorghum. 
I then tried barley hay; some of the 
cattle preferred this to the sorghum. 
Sorghum should be fed from mangers, 
or from the V shaped rack open at 


a — 
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the bottom, with manger attached. It 
is long and stringy, and much of it 
will be wasted in the square pen rack 
so common in this country. Sorghum 
should be unloaded from the wagon 


with a hay fork, if possible. It is 
tough and stringy and refuses. to 


spring from the pitch fork as does or- 
dinary hay. 

Do not pile too much in one place, 
as it might heat. However, Craig, of 
the Iowa Station stacked theirs this 
year, without any bad results. I hope 
every farmer in Harrison county will 
sow some next year. As it grows you 
will get plenty of advice from your 
neighbors, such as “cut it early before 
it heads, and pasture the _ second 
growth.” ‘Down in Kansas they cut 
it twice a year,” and so on. My ad- 
vice is, let it ripen, let a frost nip it, 
then cut, and you will have some 
hay as good as you ever stuck a fork 
in. Do not pasture seeond growth of 
sorghum. It has killed many cattle. 
I believe it would make a grand hog 
pasture. I shall never rake it into 
winrows again, but will go out with 


the rake and pull it into the cocks, 
putting a wagon load in a cock. This 
will keep it in better shape to get at 


in case of snow. Do not send a boy 
to handle sorghum. It is no boy’s job. 
And do not scold the hired man if it 
takes him one day to cock an acre. 


Plow your ground from the first to 
the tenth of June; sow at once i00 
or 125 pounds to the acre. You will 


have no weeds. there will be no show 
for them to grow. 

The man from whom I purchased 
my seed last spring, told me he got 
over 2,400 bushels of seed from five 
acres, and that it made him more 
money than the molasses did. He sold 
it for a cent a pound. Here is a hint 
for the farmer who grows sorghum. for 


the manufacture of molasses. A part- 
ing word, let it ripen. 

Soil Washing. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

The disastrous results of the recent 
severe washing rains should bring 
forcibly to mind and condemn the 
general practice of following small 
grain with corn on rougn and rolling 
land. This method is wrong. The 
effect on the present generation is not 


to be compared with the future ones. 





The hundreds of almost barren fields 


in the east and south warn the western 
farmer that more science is needed 
with practice. The meanest kind of 
dishonesty is handing down to the next 
generation a warantee deed for land 
buried in the Gulf. We received the 
land from the government to use to 
our best ability and we ought not to 
stand by and see it returned to its or- 
iginal owner by the way of the Miss- 
issippi, without a protest. 

The natural fertility of the land can 
be reclaimed to a certain extent by 
clover and manure. But this cannot 
be continued indefinitely if ten loads 
of black soil go down the streams to 
one of fertilizer drawn on the hills. 
This loss is chiefly due to corning after 
small grain. Going out into the fields 
after a storm and railing at the 
ditches, elements, and everything else 
in general but yourself, is poor conso- 
lation. If we are not willing to use 
hard sense and still wish to farm, we 
had better emigrate to the Sahara 
where washing rains are iess frequent 
than in Iowa. The nation’s worst enemy 
is the typical clod-hopper, who regards 
the earth as his individual property.

An Indiana Breeder on Tuberculosis 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

Among your excellent editorials the 
one “Tuberculosis on the Brain” 
should be published in every county 
paper wherever the veterinarian with 
tuberculosis on the brain exists, and 
there are many of them in the middle 
west as well as in the east. The craze 
in New York and Pennsylvania the 
past few years has cost the people of 
those states thousands of dollars. LIl- 
inois has suffered as well. It has 
led to the destruction of many valu- 
able herds of cattle. 

It is not necessary for us to describe 
the symptoms, that has been done al- 
ready, and if dairy cattle are any more 
subject to the disease than beef caitle 
it is more the fault of the herdsman 
or owner than to the prevalence of the 
disease among dairy cattle. Cattle like 
people are subject to disease; if kept 
in a warm and poorly ventilated barn 
at night and turned out in sleet and 





, rain and exposed in daytime no wonder 
| some may become diseased. But not 
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every sick cow has tuberculosis. I 
have in mind a herd of dairy cattle 
which I visited some three years ago. 
As a herd they showed every indica- 
tion of perfect health, with the ex- 
ception of a single cow. Her hair was 
not right, she did not eat well and 
was a Sick cow. The local veterin- 


arian notified the state veterinarian 
and the local board of health were 
discussing the matter. During this 


time the farmer killed and buried the 
cow. 

When the committee arrived to ex- 
amine and test the cow and make a 
great flourish of the discovery to the 
detriment of all the dairy herds in the 
county, they simply arrived too late 
to attend the funeral of the old cow. 
The farmer told them the cow was sick 
and being of no use to him he had 
killed and buried her. I had a chance 
and did from time to time examine 
the herd and I know of no more 
healthy or prosperous herd in the 
county. 

I had a cow myself once that was 
as fine a specimen of health as could 
be found. In crossing a railroad track 
she slipped on a switch tie, wet from 
a recent rain and slipping under a 
brace iron, she skinned her leg badly. 
I called the best veterinarian I ever 
knew to attend to her. She developed 
blood poisoning, so he said, and while 
at her worst was examined by a self- 
constituted committee and veterinarian 
who pronounced her in the last stages 
of tuberculosis. I think your article 
was well timed and to the point.

They 
just leave the place. As this stuff is 
very poisonous one must be careful to 
put it out of the way of children. 

One way of cooking summer crook 
neck squash: Wash and slice thin. 
Remove the seeds if they seem a lit- 
tle hard. Put in a skillet a scant 
half cup of butter, then the squash 
salted to suit the taste, over it sprinkle 
two teaspoonfuls of sugar, cover tignt

HEARTS AND HOMEs. 

I am afraid I have not the ability to 
write on this important subject, but will 
try to give a few hints. I think first of 
all that we as parents should be true

Value of Rape as a Hog Pasture. 
Last spring we suggested to our 
readers that they plow up the feed lots 
and pastures near the barn which from

a wide district of country. What we 
would now like would be brief letters 
from farmers stating what they esti- 
mate to be the value of the rape as hog 
pasture per acre on these heretofore 
vacant, useless, and unsightly lots; in 


other words, how many hogs will an 
acre of rape sown in June pasture 
during the summer season. How does 
a pasture of this kind compare with 
the same amount of clover pasture? 
How many bushels of corn do you 


think would be the equivalent in feed- 
ing value to this acre of rape? What 
has been the effect of the rape on the 
health of the hogs?

Make a Boar Pasture. 


It is not surprising that many farm- 





ers have trouble every year in getting 
satisfactory service from the male pig.

On 
the average farm the purchase of the 
boar is delayed a few weeks he- 
fore he is needed.

In the Cow’s Mind. 

Kvery farmer is familiar with the 
fact that cows do not always give down, 
just as every preacher is familiar with 
that the congregation 
not always give down. Whether ithe 
ow gives down or not depends on the 
condition of her mind, and the skill of 
the milker to get the cow to think- 
ing in the right direction. Professor 
Stewart, the well known dairy expert, 
has an ingenius theory on this point 


the fact does 


which.is worth reading: 

“The production of milk is due to a 
nervous action by which the glandular 
substance of the udder is broken down 
into milk whenever the cow is influ- 
enced by sufficient excitement of the 
right kind. It depends upon the struct- 
ire and function of the udder just as 
much as the secretions of other glands 
io, Which we know are wholly subject 
to a set of nerves controlling this dis- 
tinct function. The udder is not a mere 
vessel for holding milk that is sup- 
posed to be secreted continually and 
gathers in the udder, as one may sup- 
pose a constant dripping of any fluid 
would fill any other receptacle. On the 


contrary, it is a gland, made up of 
cellular substance, which grows by 


separation (from the blood) of the mat- 
ter required; when it has attained ma- 
turity, or when the necessary nervous 
action occurs, it breaks down into a 
special product—milk. There are many 
such glands, the salivary, the larchry- 
mal, the pancreatic, and others— 
whose action is well known to be de- 
pendent upon that part of the nervous 
system connected with them. 

“A simple illustration may be given 
in the lachrymal glands, by which 
tears are produced. Sudden excite- 
ment acts on the brain, and this com- 
municates by the special nerves the 
effect to the glands involved. ‘Then 
occurs a flow of tears far in excess of 
the ability of the cells of the glands 
to contain at any one time, and this 
continues until the nervous action sub- 
when the secretion no longer 
goes on. The same occurs in the 
stomach when food is swallowed. The 
action of the nerves produces the tlow 
of the gastric fluid; the same happens 
with the salivary glands, the biliary 
glands of the liver, and the glands of 
the pancreas. Several experiments 
have been made with the udders of 
cows in milking condition that have 
been slaughtered, and an examination 
is recorded of the udder of a cow 
accidentally killed on a railroad when 
going home to be milked, when she 
would have given the usual ten quarts. 
The miscroscope showed the minute 
globules of the tissue swollen and dis- 
tended, but the udder contained prac- 
tically no milk, except a very small 
quantity that drained from the divided 
tissue when cut across. 

“Let us consider what happens when 
we sit down to milk acow. ‘The milker 
gently rubs the udder, and_ gently 
handles the teats, and this excites the 
maternal instinct. There is what is 
called an erectile action of the muscles 
of the milk organs; the _ previously 
soft and loose condition of the teats 
changes to rigidity, and in a very short 
time the milk flows, and continues un- 
til the glandular tissue is ex- 
hausted. when the udder, previously 
hard and tense, becomes soft and loose. 


sides, 


We perceive that this function of the 


cow is wholly nervous in its action, as 
indeed every other function of the 2ni- 
mal is, and if the due nervous excite- 
ment is absent there is no functional 
action. It is wholly due to the right 
influence on the nerves that the milk 
is produced and flows from every ulti- 
mate globule of the udder down through 
all the ducts, small and great, to the 
teat. Then, if all goes well, and the 
cow is in her natural, easily excited, 
hervous condition as soon as the milk- 
er begins to touch the teats the cow 
lets down the milk—that is, she does 
hot exert herself to oppose the action 
of the nerves of the mammary glands. 
But let the milker be rough, or ill-use 
the cow, or let the cow from any cause 
be stupid or willful, and this necessary 
motherly influence on the nerves be 
prevented in any way, there is no milk. 
The udder may remain as tense and 
full apparently as usual, but not a drop 
of milk can be drawn until the current

of the cows mind is turned successfuily 
to the maternal desire.” 

It is needless to say that swearing at 
the cow does not get her in the proper 
state of mind, neither does kicking her 
nor hitting her over the back with thie 
milking stool. We think that Professor 
Stewart’s philosophy is all right and 
that the giving down is a mental rather 
than a physical process. The skill of 
the milker lies largely in understand- 
ing the metaphysics of the _ bovine 
nature, 





Calf Cholera Abroad. 


The Farmers’ Gazette, of Dublin, Ire- 
land, contains the following, which we 
quote to show our readers that calf 
cholera is by no means a local dis- 
ease: 

We regret to learn that white scour 
has been as. destructive as ever 
throughout the great dairy districts of 
the South during the calving season 
now drawing to a close. Losses of 50, 
60 and 70 per cent of the calves dropped 
have not been at all uncommon in 
some districts—indeed, so serious has 
the matter beceme that dairymen are 
in many places commencing to despair 
of being able to rear any calves at all. 
Surely, the new Department of Agri- 
culture will take this matter in hands, 
and do something towards enabling 
farmers to successfully grapple with 
this most destructive malady. 


An lowa Herd Record. 

It always stimulates one when he 
has some other fellow’s mark to shoot 
at. Here is a year’s record of a herd 
of dairy cows sent to Hoard’s Dairy- 
man by W. H. Russell, Clayton county, 
Iowa: 

“Will send in my report for 1899. 
Number of cows milked, including six 
two-year-old heifers, 20; average num- 
ber pounds of butter per cow, 315; av- 
erage net price per pound, 2014 cents, 
which makes an average of $64.57; 
calves and skim milk are worth ‘at 
least $15 per cow, making @ gross in- 
come of $79 57 per cow. 

“Their feed during the summer was 
pasture with a little corn meal and 
bran after the pasture began to fail. 
They had the run of the meadow during 
the fall, and were fed some shock corn 
before the silo was opened, which was 
November 20th. Their winter feed con- 
sisted of 20 pounds ensilage, 6 pounds 
bran, 2 pounds gluten meal, with what 
timothy and clover hay they would 
eat; they were fed according to their 
ability to convert feed into milk. 

“It is needless for me to say that 
these cows are not general-purpose 
cows. They are high-grade Guernseys 
of the special-purpose type. The herd 
is averaging 6.6 pounds of butter per 
140 pounds milk at present, which sells 
for 28 cents net; making the milk net 
about $1.85 per 100 poun®@gs.”
